The four weeks of the present s¢es- 
sion was highlighted by the Budget 
brought down’ by Premier Manning, 
Provinvia] Treasurer of this Province. 
It amounted to $35,926,325, the nighcst 
in the history of the province, anid 
is characterized by an estimated deficit 
of three and a half million dollars, 

The Social Credit Governmen — will 
continue its “pay as you go” policy 
and will not resort to burrowing to 
covering operating costs for this year, 
Accumulated surpluses will be cailed 
upon to cover the estimated deficit. 
These surpluses consists largely of 
post-war funds set aside for post 
war developments. No new taxes were 
forcast in the Budget. } 

A compreiiensive five year road 
building program which calls for in 
expenditure of more than three mil- 
lion dollars was one of the hig!i- 
lights of the budget itself. School 
grants are up by over seven hundred 
nd forty nine thousand dollars. 

The premier revealed the public 
debt of this province has been 1% 
duced by over twenty mililon dollars 
in the past ten years. Treasury 
brancizes showed an operating sur- 
plus forthe past year and furiier ex 
pansion of this service is promised 
for 1946, 

A new agricultural college will he 
established at some point in the pre- 
vince, probably in the Peace River 
area. An Alberta Industrial Develsp- 
ment Corporation wil] ‘be formed for 
the purpose of promoting develup- 
ment within the province. Bonds of 
small denomination ‘will be offered to 
the Alberta citizens to provide money 
for this industrial program up to the 
extent of five million: dollars, The 
people of this provinve will have 
the opportunity to profit from the 
development of the natural resources, 
rather than having the interset and 
profits from these businesses going te 
to Eastern Canada or to the United 
States.

On June 8 Mr, King will have been 
Prime Minister of Canada for nine- 
teen years plus a few days, which 
will be one day longer than the terms 
of Sir Jehn A, MacDonald, 

Sir John first became Prime Min- 
ister on June 6, 1867, and held office 
to November 6, 1875. He was out of 
office for almost three years, return- 
ing on October 1, 1878 and remaining 
Prime Minister for the next thirteen 
years, or until his death on June é, 
1891, 

Mr, King has served three terms 
as Prime Minister. His first one was 
from December 29, 1921, to June 28, 
1926, His second was from September 
25, 1926, to August 7, 1980. His third 
and current term began on October 
and he has been Prime 
Minister without interruption since 
then—going on eleven years. 

It is interesting to note that the 
man’ who héld the Prime Ministership 
he longest single period was Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, who was in office con-
